Survey Discloses 


-Major Manufacturer Be- 


lieves Construction Boom 


Is Under Way 


A tremendous potential market for 


new homes—one that "would far out- 
distance the housing boom now pre- 
vailing in England"—is seen by the 
president of one 
of 
the country's 


major manufacturing concerns on the 
basis of a survey conducted among its 
own employes. 


In a communication addressed to 


the Federal Housing Administration, 
the official had this to say: 


"First, we were anxious to find out 


the number of men that owned their 
own homes. Then looking to the an- 
nouncement of the favorable 
terms 


and conditions of Title II and III (of 
the National Housing Act) we asked 
the men if they would be interested 
in building a nuw home if the financ- 
ing at favorable rates and reasonable 
terms could be had under the Nation- 
al Housing Act. To our surprise, 268 
employes out of 1,000 expressed a de- 
sire to build a new home. By care- 
ful analysis of tiic 268, I was perfect- 
ly sure we would find not less than 
100 men with the permanency of em- 
ployment and wages 
to justify the 


undertaking "Our plant might fairly 
be regarded as an average of manu- 
facturing plants throughout the Unit- 
ed States, if such result could be ob- 
tained among the employes in our 
plant, multiply siffch a possibility by 
all of the industries in this country 
and you would

building program over the next five

Oysters With Rice

nutmeg, 1-8 teaspoon white peper, 1 
tablespoon minced parsley, paprika.

Heat until edges curl. Melt butter in 
sauce pan, add flour and cook and stir 
until bubbling. Slowly add milk and 
oyster liquor, stirring constantly. Add 
over oysters and add to sauce. Put 
hot boiled rice on a deep platter and 
sprinkle with paprika. Pour oysters 
in the sauce around rice, sprinkle 
with parsley and serve very hot. 


The mistakes begin with the wash- 


ing OF lack of it. Coated rice should 
be rubbed between the palms of the 
hands and washed through many wat- 
ers.

Unpolished and uncoated rice can

Jelly Desserts for Winter Menus 


A 


LL THROtJGH the summer and fall, we enjoyed an opulent abun- 
dance of fresh fruit without too much thought for the wintry 


morrow when, it would not be so plentiful. But when the chill winds 
begin to blow, we miss the variety that fresh fruits give to our menus. 
So it is 'with pleasure that we turn to n well stocked pantry shelf of 
jellies, especially when we remember the many practical ways jellies can 
be used—as garnishes:—flavorings—emergency time savers—and dainty 
desserts. To be without them would leave quite a gap in our menus. 
In olden times grandmother had to spend hot days steaming- over an 
iron kettle, but today, your neighborhood grocer can supply home stylo 
jellies as pure and.flavorful as those grandmother prepared in her own 
kitchen. You will enjoy these fruity delicacies, now so easily obtained, 
and the following recipes offer delightful new ways of using them. 


Swedish Charlotte—Add % glass 


Currant Jelly to 2 unbeaten egg 
whites, and whip until stiff. 
Cut 


a sponge cake into two or three 
layers, depending upon thickness 
of cake. Place first a layer of the 
Jelly Whip, then a layer of canned 
or fresh sliced peaches, well drain- 
ed, between layers of cake. Coat 
entire cake with the Jelly Whip and 
feake in a slow oven (300° F.) 15 
minutes, or until slightly brown.

unbaked pie phell, or cup cnke pans 
liner! with pastry, and bake at 425° 
F. /or 5 minutes. Reduce heat to 
liSO0 F. and bake for about 30 min- 
utes, or until custard is set. If 
cup cako pans are used, bake for 
120 to 25 minutes. Makes 1 large 
pie or 9 small ones. 


Tartlets—Mix 1!'3 cups flour, Vz 


cup butter, 4 tablespoons confec- 
tioner's .sugar and 1 egg' to form 
a ."tiff dough. Chill. Roll out and 
placo over the bottom of 
muffin 


pans or tart pans. Bake in a hot 
oven (400° F.) for about 10 min- 
utes or until nicely brown. When 
cool, place a spoonful of Currant 
Jelly in each, cover •with custard 
or whipped cream, and dot hits of 
Jelly over tho top.
